To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
visions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the garage of 


Robert A. Southworth, at 19 Atlantic Avenue in said 
District on the first Tuesday of September next (the 
6th day of the month) at eight o’clock in the evening 
(8:00 p.m.) for the following purposes:

To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commission- 
ers, a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing 
year. 


To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such 
action as may be desired in regard to same. 


To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on District taxes 
as is allowed by the Town of North Hampton 
on town taxes. 


To take such action as you may wish in regard 
to giving the treasurer of the District authority 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


To see if the District will vote to share equally 
with the Little Boar’s Head - Rye Beach Garden 
Club in the construction and maintenance of 
a new roadside flower garden in the park at 
the west end of the Fish Houses, and to approp- 
riate not exceeding three hundred dollars 
($300.00) for the District’s share of the same for 
the coming year. 


To see if the District will vote to accept in 
whole or in part the budget as submitted by the 
Municipal Budget Committee. 


To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be needed for the purposes included in 
the budget, including the extinguishment of 
fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the 
planting and care for shade and ornamental 
trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire 
purposes, the construction and maintenance of 
sidewalks and main drains or common sewers, 
the construction, maintenance, and care of parks 
or commons, the maintenance of activities for 
recreational promotion, the control of pollen, 
insects and pests, the appointing and employ- 
ing of watchmen and police officers, the en- 
acting and enforcing of zoning regulations, and 
all other District expenses for the ensuing year. 


To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1965-1966 


1. SEWAGE AND WATER POLLUTION: This 
is one of our most important problems. In September 
of 1960 our Zoning Ordinance was amended to re- 
quire the use of adequate septic tanks or other equal- 
ly effective sewage disposal systems throughout the 
District; but although this has been voluntarily com- 
plied with by many property owners, there are still 
a few who have not. 


A house-to-house survey is now being made by 
Mr. Southworth, one of our Commissioners, to de- 
termine whether or not each house-owner has a sep- 
tic tank, with a view to having appropriate legal ac- 
tion taken in all cases where no such tank is install- 
ed after a formal request. 


In September of 1965 the State Water Pollu- 
tion Commission classified the lower portion of Little 
River and portions of the Atlantic ocean in our 
District as of “Class C” quality, which is the third 
highest quality and is acceptable for recreational 
boating but not for drinking or bathing. Most of our 
bathing beach area, from Button Rocks south, is 
however, classified as “Class B-1” which is accept- 
able for bathing. 


At the coming session of the State Legislature, 
next January, it is expected that the recommendation 
of the State Water Pollution Commission will be 
adopted in classifying all our waters in “Class B-1”, 
with the result that within about two years not even 
the outflow from septic tanks will be allowed to 
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empty into the ocean or Little River; and everyone 
will be required to have both a Septic tank and an 
adequate underground leaching or other sewage dis- 
posal system. 


All property owners are urged therefore to give 
careful thought to the installation of an adequate 
leaching bed or other effective disposal system, as 
well as a septic tank where still lacking. 


Property owners who have not yet been con- 
tacted by Mr. Southworth are requested to see him at 
the earliest opportunity and to let him know the 
present status of their sewage systems. 


2. SIDEWALKS: We have started the gradual 
rehabilitation of our sidewalks. Many of them have 
been in use for over 40 years. Some damage has been 
caused by gradual erosion and some by the use of 
heavy equipment by property owners. Where the 
damage has been caused partly by the property own- 
er, we have asked him to pay a portion of the cost of 
repairs. As funds become available, we plan to con- 
tinue our repair program, giving consideration to the 
use factor, the number of dwellings on the road, and 
the cause of the disrepair. A complete survey was 
printed in our report last year. 


Some sixteen sections of boardwalk were re- 
placed this spring by new walk along the top of Bass 
Beach, and more sections will have to be added an- 
other year. 


38. PARKS AND COMMONS: The rock garden 
maintained by the Rye Beach-Little Boar’s Head 
Garden Club at the Fish Houses has been such an 
outstanding success that the Commissioners have 
asked the Garden Club to consider improving the 
grassed area at the other end of the Fish Houses. A 
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substantial start has already been made here through 
the generosity of Walter L. Barker, one of our 
property owners. The Garden Club is now looking 
into this, and, with the assistance of the Village 
District, will probably undertake this project. To this 
end we have put $450.00 in the budget ($150.00 for 
our share of the Rock Garden as in the past, plus 
$300.00 additional toward the new project). 


4. POLICE AND LIFEGUARD: Pursuanieia 
the vote at last year’s meeting, our wooden life boat 
was sold for $75.00 and a new and lighter aluminum 
one was bought for $239.00. This is kept on the 
beach at all times, and has proven more satisfactory. 
We have paid half of the lifeguard’s salary as in the 
past. The town pays the other half and is respon- 
sible for administration. 


One of our property owners, representing sev- 
eral others, has engaged during the summer season, 
a special police officer, operating under the Town 
Chief of Police. This officer patrols certain sections 
of the Villgae District at night. This additional police 
service, although in certain areas only, has resulted in 
better protection for all of us, and the Commission- 
ers are appreciative of this assistance. As an indica- 
tion of the activity of this special officer, some eigh- 
teen arrests have been made this summer. 


We believe that even more police protection is 
needed, and shall therefore propose at the District 
Meeting that an additional man be put on, for the 
beach area only, on weekends and holidays. 


5. MOSQUITO..CONTROL: “This summers 
have had four mosquito sprays that appear in the 
Treasurer’s Report, and a fifth one at about the time 
this report is going to press. The first two sprays, 
one using Thiodan, and the other Sevin, proved in- 
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effective. The last three sprays were with Baytex, 
which has much more lasting effect, and which we 
plan to use for future sprays. 


6 FIRE PROTECTION: We have arranged 
with Chief Curtis Marston of the North Hampton 
Fire Department to check our hose reel and Fire 
Station periodically and to see that at least 500 feet 
of hose are always available in good condition in our 
Fire Station. 


7. APPOINTMENTS: Last September, Robert 
A. Southworth was re-appointed a member of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment for a term of five years, 
and William P. Fowler was appointed Zoning In- 
spector for one year. 


Francis L. Higginson, Jr., resigned last October 11, 
from the Board of Adjustment, on moving to Rye, 
and Ogden Nash was appointed for the balance of 
his term. For the hearing on the requested variance 
for the Duceys’ wall (referred to in the Zoning In- 
spector’s Report) the Commissioners appointed Rob- 
ert B. Clement as a Special Member of the Board of 
Adjustment to serve during the temporary absence of 
F. Lawrence Moore for the hearing in question. 


8. LOCKE ROAD: Some property owners on 
Locke Road have been anxious to have its name 
changed, so as to end the confusion with other roads 
of the same name nearby, both in Rye and in Hamp- 
ton. The matter has been discussed with members of 
the Locke family, for whom our road was named, and 
they have suggested that the name be changed to 
“Old Locke Road”. Another suggested name is “Hem- 
lock Road”. This will be discussed at the District 
Meeting. 


9, ANNUAL MEETING: This year the Annual 
Meeting will be held on Tuesday, September 6, at 
8:00 p.m. in Robert Southworth’s garage at 19 At- 
lantic Avenue. All voters and property owners are 
urged to attend.
